TRACTOR DEMONSTRATION MEANS MUCH TO 


FARMERS, RANCHERS AND MANUFACTURERS 


Ten thousand visitors is a conserva­ 
tive estimate of the attendance at tho 
Southern California farm, tractor dem­ 
onstration hold nt Pnento during tho 
present week. The demonstration com­ 
menced on Tuesday and will continue 
daily until Saturday night. The attend­ 
ance is composed of interested farmors 
and horticulturists from all ovor the 
state, 
largo 
numbers 
being 
present 
from 
tho San Joaquin 
and Imperial 
vnlloys. 


Practically every make of farm trac­ 
tor sold on tho Pacific coast is being 
exhibited and demonstrated, in addi­ 
tion to which there is a lino display of 
farm implements and uccossorios. 


Tho d a y ' s show for each of the five 
days starts at 8 o'clock, and from thoa 
until 
12 o'clock 
privnto 
demonstra­ 
tions are given by each tractor 
con­ 
cern. 
From 1 o'clock to 3 o'clock the 
general demonstration iH held, with all 
the traetors lined up on parallel linos 
in their respective Holds, and starting 
work at tho same time. 


This is only the second yonr of tho 
Southern California demonstration, but 
the event has already boconiu a clnssia 
in a great and rapidly growing field of 
human 
endeavor. 
The world has al­ 
ready passed the threshold of a chango 
to 
mechanical 
powor 
in 
agriculture. 
The 
plow has doveloped 
successively 
:'roi.i the crudo stick to tho wooden 


plow, 
the iron 
plow, 
and finally 
to 
steel—from the single tool handled by 
the power of one man's muscle, to tho 
gang-plow, and finally to a combination 
of iron and stoel that cuts a dozen fur­ 
rows at once. 
The power that tills the 
soil has been 
shiftod 
from 
man to 
brute, 
and now tho 
farmor 
every­ 
where is lonrning to use the tractor. 


Herbert J. Wobbor, director of tho 
state citrus experiment station nt Ri­

said: 
" T h i s 
is a 
great 
tractor 
demonstration 
this 
week and 
is undoubtedly tho most notable event 
in tho agricultural world. 
Novor bo- 
fore has thoro been so many tractors in 
actual operation at one time, tho num­ 
ber being far in excess of oven the 
grout 
international 
motor contests at 
Winnipeg, 
Manitoba, or evon Chollos, 
in 
Franco. This 
demonstration 
can 
hardly bo said to have that diversity of 
interest 
that 
marks tho 
contosts 
in 
France, for undor tho condition thoro 
is littlo oncouragomont for tho appear­ 
ance of such a variety of typos as nro 
seen thoro. The American farm tractor 
has become practically standard In so 
far as tho mothod of attaching tho 
plows or cultivating Implements is con­ 
cerned. 
The direct 
traction 
mothod 
prevails. 
This, however, is tho greatest 
demonstration of praotical machines t 
havo ever soon.

r)0 cubic feet of space, which it re­ 
quires to correctly stable one horse, 
eight horses would require 6000 cubic 
feet. 
A tractor of about the same 
working capacity would only require 
one-eighth as much space . Feed for 
each horse requires about 1400 cubic 
feet, 100 fet for grain and 1300 for 
hay. 
The speed of the motor is one 
of tho most important factors. 
Some 
manufacturers 
prefer the light, high 
speed motor to the slower speed, heavy 
duty motor. 
The economic value of 
either depends entirely upon the con­ 
struction of the tractor itself. In an 
automobile the vibration of the high 
speed engine is absorbed by the springs 
under the car. Most tractors are not 
equipped with springs. 


" A glance over a list of tractor 
specifications will show that the draw 
bar horsepower in the majority of in­ 
stances is one-half, or approximately 
one-half of the rated brake horsepower. 
This indicates 
that 
one-half of the 
power of the engine is used to move 
the machine. I t is a fact that it re­ 
quires move power to start a tractor 
than it does to keep it in motion once 
under way. If a heavy spring scale 
could be interposed between tlie home 
and^the fond he was'puIUng, o^tfttweei/ 
tho draw bar nnd tho load which the 
tractor was pulling, it would be seen 
that the scale would register 150 pounds 
per horsepower, assuming the speed to 
be two and a half miles per hour, nnd 
this reading would remain 
constant, 
except in emergencies, or when start­ 
ing the load. In these cases the scale 
would show two or three times the con­ 
stant pull."

CONTENTIONS ON MARKETING PROBLEMS

State Market Director, 
San Francisco, Cal. 
" D e a r Sir:—Your circular letter " T o 
the citrus growers of California" was 
received. 
You invite frank expression 
of opinion, and here is mine. 


So far as Tulare county is concern­ 
ed, the most and worst gluts of the 
market have been caused by shipment 
of immature fruit; that is, such fruit 
as is not up to the government standard 
of eight to one, discussion of which 
you seem to have successfully evaded. 
With equal nonchalance, you pass the 
questions of glute caused by weather 
conditions. Again, you fail to tell what 
you propose to do in case the financial 
' condition is such 
that 
the 
buying 
power of the consumer calls for but 
thirty thousand cars of citrus 
fruits 
at a reasonable profit, and we have 
fifty thousand cars to market. 


A.n orange grower, the same as the 
producer of any other agricultural pro­ 
duct, must submit to the economic law 
of supply and demand as at present 
' understood; and his only means of keep­ 
ing the demand up, when financial con­ 
ditions warrant curtailment by the con­ 
sumer, is to so place before the public 
the food and health value of his pro­ 
ducts that they 
become 
necessities, 
which is being done as. rapidly as pos­ 
sible thru exchange advertising, to the 
great advantage of the whole indus­ 
try, and yet the expense of said adver­ 
tising is used as one of the stock in 
trade arguments against the exchange 
by the commercial packers; hence, they 
would not pay their pro rata cost of 
advertising, but would share propor­ 
tionately in the trade expansion by 
securing equal marketing facilities 


When the demand has been expended 
to the limit, the-grower must accept 
his loss, just the same as any other 
producer. You admit that now, because 
the purchasing power is great that the 
crop is being successfully 
marketed 
There is no doubt that more perfect 
distribution is needed for the fruit 'now 
.outside of the exchange, but that can 
best be accomplished by growers join­ 
ing the exchange, and not by any loose- 
. j o i n t e d state organization. 
The great 
' indiease in exchange acreage this com 
. ing year makes i t appear that the 
growers ore realizing more than ever 
••; before that,such action is necessary to 
the'permanent success of^the industry. 


Experience has shown that any agree 
me'nt made by the commercial packer 
with the exchange is held lightly by 


1 him. Added to this inherent weakness, 
the very fact 
thfft 
the 
distribution 
would be only 'advisory precludes the 
possibility of any improvement 
over 
the present system. 
It has repeatedly 
occurred that the exchange has advised 
curtailment of shipments, but the grow 
era maintain the perorgative of ship 
ping when they please. The very loose 
organisation proposed would be diS' 
rupted during the first period of high 
prices, as the difficulties would be in 
tensified by the interests of the com 
mercial packer who would encourage 
his growers to demand shipment that 
he might use such demand as an ex 
cuse for extra shipments while prices 
"were high, and thus increase his pri 
vate profits. I t is to be presumed that 
the exchange growers would hold back 
while the outsiders were taking the 
cream of the market? 
Under our pres 
ent competitive individualistic system 
any attempt to hold back shipments of 
a great number of producers, on a good 
market, is contrary to well 
known 
economic laws of supply and demand 


The state market director may 
much good b y urging farmers to co 
operate, assist them in forming their 
associations, planning marketing sys­ 
tems, putting them in the way of find­ 
ing new markets, etc. 
Then, hands 
off! 


It seems to me as a grower that the 
market director, by trying to stir up 
dissension among the exchange grow­ 
ers. 
Seemingly .in league with the 
commercial packers, (which I do not 
believe to be the case,) is inimical to 
the orange industry; and that the hurt, 
if any, outweighs the good. 
When the 
market director first took up the or­ 
ange discussion in a goneral way and 
pointed out the advantages of co­ 
operation as exemplified by the ex­ 
change, it was thought that he would 
do much good in hastening to bring 
about 100 per cent purely co-operative, 
but, alas, such a failure! 


Before final action by the exchange, 
some of the commercial packers were 
already discounting action of the ex 
change by telling growers what a fine 
thing the 3tatc bureau of distribution 
would 
be, but 
that 
the 
exchange, 
"through its iniquitous 
methods" 
would turn it down. 
They knew that 
the exchange could not eonisstently do 
otherwise. 
They were as wise as a 
professor of an eastern university who 
had been making a close study of co­ 
operation, in California. 
When asked 
for his opinion, he said to me, " A s an 
investigator, I would not care to be 
personally quoted, but after a careful 
study of the exchange, both past and 
present, particularly in its attempts t 


co-operate with the commercial pack­ 
ers, I do not see how it could have done 
otherwise than refuse to become a mem­ 
ber of the proposed state bureau of 
distribution."
